About the end of thelaſt Harueſt,and o! 
the month of Auguſt,being w Ourhunung 
Progreſſe, there came to Our hands two 
Bookes of the ſaid Yorſtins,the ore intituled 
Traftatus Theologicus de Deo, dedicated to 
the Lantgraue ot Heſſen, imprinted inthe 
yere1610.the other his Exegefis Apologetica 
vpon that Booke, dedicated to the States, 
and printed inthe yere 1611.Which Books, 
alloone as We had recetued, and(not with: 
out much horrour and deteſtation )ca{t Our 
eye onely vpon ſome of the principall Arti- 
cles of his diſputations conteined 1n the f1.1t 
|Booke, and his Commentary thereupon in 
the ſecond.God isQur witnes,that the zeale 
of his glory did fo tranſport Vs, as (to ſay 
|withS: Paul )Weſtayed not one houre, but 
diſpatched a Letter preſently to Our Am- 
baſſadour reſident with the States, to this 
purpoſe following,

repaire to the States General,with all poſ- 
fable diligence in Our name, telling them, 
that We doubt not, but that their Ambaſſadors
